Old Maine Mills

They wers seldom operated the year through, but oniy 
at the time of high water. This time coinciding 
with that in which farm labor was least demanding, 
the mill was a convenient outlet for energy. The 
winter was spent in the forest preparing ths logs, 
the early spring in sawing.

Someone has said "History is Biography on a larger 
scale." While this chronicle is written from the 
view point of the biography of our ancestral lins -« 
yet there are many interesting points previous to 
and during the coming of our ancestors to the West-~ 
ern Hemisphere. We have gone back to that particu- 
lar point of interest ~- a brief survey of "The 
State of Maino." ; 


Maine may well cherish an honest pride in the motto 
on her seal, "Dirigo", "I lead." Her mountains sre 


gildsd by tho earliest morning beams + her soil was 


crimsoned by the first blood shed in the conflict 
between civiliztion and barbsrism,. She is rich in 
rare historic facts and incidents, rich in her 
extended territory, its varied and magnificent scene 
ery, in her resources and productions. lier ships 
built by her own citizens with material from her own 
forests, have sailed every sea. Hor first settlers 
while yet in the discomforts of their log huts, 
watching with sleepless vigilance the lurking sav- 
age, made Religion and Education the first objects 
a interest and built the Sanctuary and the School 
OUS6» 


The Cabots sailed the Maine coast as early as 1498, 
but the first permanent English settlement on the 
coast of Maine was upon the island of Konhegan about 
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1600, the English Government sending out 100 fish- 
ing vessels annually. in 1607 a colony was landsd 
at the mouth of the Kennabtec, of voyagers, fisher- 
nen and adventurers; this settlement was probably 
begun permanently eas early as 1623, only three years 
efter the landing of the Pilgrims Plymouth Company 
who actually escaped starvation by supplies procured 
from the fishing fleet on the Kennebec and the 
Weymouth colony were relieved from the same source. 


The grant conferred by the English Government on the 
Plymouth Company in 1620 includsd the whole terri-~ 
tory between letitude 40 and 48 degresas extending 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. In 1629 the 
Plymouth Company begen to convey their territory ae 
ths applicants desired. Maine by thess ssverel 
grants fell under four jurisdictions - thse Gsorgia 
claim, from Piscatogua to Kennebunk; Rigbys from 
the latter piace to the Kennebec; the Sagadahoc 
from the Kennebec to the Penobscot and the French 
claim from the Penobscot to the St. Croix. 


Massachusettes, jealous of these various propriet- 
aries set up « cleim in 1651 for the entire juris- 
diction under cover of her Chartér. The matter 
was appealed to Parliament. The Puritan Parliament 
sided with the Puritens in the wilderness. In 1652 
150 freemsn in 5 settlements took the oath of 
allegiance to Massachusettes and Maine now became 

& province of the Bay Colony. 


Cromwell in 1653 annulled the transfer of Acedia to 
France: but Charles II restored Acadia to France in 
1667, Maine was an almost unbroken wilderness - the 
few settlements along the coast were at Falmouth, 
Saco, Demariscotta, Pemaquid and Sheepscot. 


King Phillips War, 1675-78, burst on these feeble 
settlements and destroyed them, leaving the land 
desolate and the people murdered or driven into 
exile. Indian depredations continued until 1700 
with little cessation. Baron de Casting, through a 
trade in 1668 settled at Bagaducs (Castine) on 
Penobscot Bay - he brought with him Missionaries 

who converted the Penobscot Indians and who have 
Since remained faithful to their Faith. Tre Castine 
settlements in Uesine were looked on with envicus 
eyes and were attacked by the Dutch from New Yorlic 
during the tims of Governor Andros, but England and 
France were at War -~ so their act was sheer robberye 
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William and Mary came to the English throne in 1690; 
a fierce Indian War was raging throughout New Eng- 
land and by the closes of 1690 only four settiements 
were left in this Provines - Wells, York, Kittery 
and Appedore on the Isle of Shoals. Wany attacks 
were made by the Indians on the Settlers during 
this period. In 1710 they sent an expedition 
ageinst Port Royal, afterward called Annapolis 
which gave the English a power over the Indians. 


At a Conference held at Portsmouth, July 1713, the 
Western and Eastern +ndians signed peace terms 
which lasted for a season. The Indians regarded 
the treaty obligations very lightly and there was 
a constant struggle for supremacy. The policy of 
France was to make friends and convert the Indians, 
live with them in their homes, buy land from then, 
and tell them the story of Christ snd His Biessed 
fother. The English came to settie and trade but . 
instead stole their lands end sold ths Indians into 
slavery. Small wonder the Jndian looked on the 
French es friend and the English as foe. 


A stinging reply made by a Norridgwock Chief to a 
Governor of Massachusettes who urged him-to leave 
the French and join the English, with a promise to 
rebuild the church destroyed by a late attack of 
the Massachusetts troops: "Your words fill ny heart 
with astonishment: Leave the French % --- Never !} 
They are our best friends, they have never deceived 
or wronged us." Numerous conflicts between the 
French end Indians against the English culminated 
in the fifth Indian war. Wherever Longfellow's 
beautiful lyric "Evangeline" is read, a stain is 
left forever on the English character -- seven 
thousand Acadians wore torn from their quiet homes 
end distributed as far south as Georgia. 


The first log hut of the white man was erected after 
the fall of Quebec in 1759 on the site of the pres- 
ent City of Bangor. Now came a great influx of pop- 
ulation; the exhaustless forest, abundance of water- 
power, the numerous fish in the waters and game in 
the forests greatly stimulated immigration. Fon 
cannot describe the privations and sufferings of 
these ploneecrs of America, They are deserving of 
the grateful remombrance of their more highly fev- 
ored descendants. ‘The entire population, ten years 
before the broaking out of the Revolutionary War, 
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was 24000, scattered in small settlements from Pisca- 
togua to the Penobscot. In 1764 Maine was divided 
into three counties: York, Cumberlend and Lincoln 
Counties. 


Maine entered heartily into the Revolutionary Con- 
flict: the first step to be taken was to secure the 
neutrality, if not the co-operation, of the Indian 
tribes within her borders. Ths British powers en- 
listed the Canadian tribes, end te their sternal 
disgrace, let them loose upon the defenceless sett- 
lerse But the FPenobscots could not be seduced from 
their ailegiance to the Americans. As a tribe they 
were unwilling to join the American warfare, yet 
many of them favored the American cause. 


The American Congress sent a fleet of War vessels 
carrying 1000 men; through the inefficiency of the 
Commander, the attempt failed, most dying from star-~ 
vation and exposures. The British held possession 

ef all that part of Maine until the close of the war, 
treating them with a refined cruelty, a little less 
than their Penobscot brethern, whose suffering can 
rever be fitly described. 


In 1781 peace came, prosperity returned, commerce 
revived and hope illuminated the horizon. Money 

was scarce, the deprecation of currency was alarming 
in 1780 a man could not be hired for less than $40 
per dey: $20 for yoke of oxen. A pair of shoes was 
$12 and stockings were $9. There was no spirit of 
rebellion emong these pionsers - they endured all 
fcr their Country and Posterity. 


The question of separetion from Massachusetts was 
agitated and on March 15, 1820, Meine was admitted 
into the sisterhood of the United States. The 
unsettled boundaries of the State caused much un- 
@asiness and the question was finally settled in 
1€42, when a smail portion of Maine was ceded to 
England, Maine receiving in return Rouses Point on 
her nerthern boundary and the free navigation of the 
St. Johns River. 


Thus far we have reviewsd the history of the State 
Of Maine in a general wey + but the rugged shores of 
incoln County eppeal to us, as the homes of our an- 
Céstors. This region was among the first on this 
Continent to be visited and explored by Europeans, 
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As early es 1605, De Monts, a French navigator, 
wintered near the present site of Calais. He des- 
cribed the region as a country of remarkable feat- 
ures end left on its rocks a rudimentary "Fleur de 
Lis", tho French emblem cut into and ecross the 
solid granite of Damariscove. 


The same yeer Captain George Weymouth landed at 
Monhegan - an island about six miles from shore and 
six miles in circumference and wnich was soon to 
become the most prominent point of traffic on the 
Maine coast. In consequence of the glowing ac- 
counts given by Weymouth on his subsequent return 
to England, this region (Pemequid) was naturally 


thougnt to be & most desirable spot for the location 


of Colonies. He said, "Nowhere on earth could be 
found more sunny skies, or more genial clime, or. 
more fertile soil: the forests were of unspeakable 
grendeur, the water crystal purity and it was 4 
luxury to breathe its salubrious air." 


In 1607, Governor George Popham and Raleigh Gilbert 
on a grent from the Plymouth Colony, settled at the

mouth of the Sagadahoc (Kennebec). In 1614, Captain 


John Smith arrived at Monhegans« Jater going to the 


Kennebece Monhegan was settled by Europeans in 1622: 


these Fishermen and Tradesmen became the nucleus of 
the most important settlement on the coast. The 
situation of Pemaquid was the most eligible main- 


land near the Monhegan, a fine deep harbor, eminent= 


ly adapted to commercial enterprise. A court was 
established there and Pemaquid was the center of 
law es well as trade. Settlements increased rapid~ 
ly in various directions and spread inland. During 
the year 1623 individuals commenced permanent resi- 
dence near the mouth of the Sagadahoc (Kennebec) 
and upon the mainland at the entrance of the river 
at Sheepscot and at Damariscotta. 


On March 16, 1664, by a royal grant, the whole 
Pemaquid country became the estate and was made a 
province of the Duke of York. Ths grant included 
Popham, Georges, the adjacent isiands of the Damar- 
iscove, Monhegan and Shespscot. Royal governors 
were appointed, who successfully maintained ths 
spirit of unity and intercourse with their neigh- 
borg, Eut the tine approached when the good will 
was to be rudely severed and the Colony was to 
taste the horrors of a merciless warfare. 
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The first hostile attack of the Kennebec region 


during King Philips War was by the Rennebec tribe: 
until 1700 the Indians held the ccuntry in terror 
and a long reign of fire and pilisage swept eway 
tities and deeds, but this onse populous and thriv- 
ing country could not always remain a desert. The 
vast resources of mast and spar, the value of vir- 
gin 3011 and the fisheries could not but in tine 
draw public attention, although it was not until 
1729 that the permanent re-peopling of Lincoln 
County began to take place. 


The Home Government appreciated the value of the 
Pemaquid Company and placed Colonel David Dunbar 
(1729), an officer in the Irish Army, as Surveyor 
General and Governor to serve in the s6astern part 

of New England. He replaced the ruins of Fort 
William Henry and named it Fort Fredericks; isid cour 
towns on the most eligible sites, stimulated ths 
population by grants of homestead of 10 or 12 acres 
with adequate background of 100 acres. Emigration 
now poured in epace, multitudes were lured to the 
shores of this rock-bound and hill-topped Pemaquid 
country, a population whose descendants to this day 
form most of the inhabitants of Lincoln County. The 
Erskine, Joyce, Cottrill, Kavansugh, Madigan, Rafter 
families were settlers in Lincoln County, Maine. 


Lincoln County wes organized in 1760. The town of 
Powalborough, the municipality: named after Governor 
Pownall of Massachusetts. ‘The nams of the County 
was undoubtedly derived from Lincoln - England, the 
birth place of Governor Pownall. 


New Castle was incorporated in 1753, Wiscasset and 
Dresden (Pownalbourough) 1802.

Dartmouth incorporated June 19, 1753. 


Bristol, the territory of the ancient metropolis of 
Pemaquid organized as a separate town in June i8, 
1765. Pemaquid was the center for Mariners, Trades= 
men and Fishermen. 


Shsepscot in her marshes, both salt and fresh water 
unrivalled soil, magnificent forests, spring run of 
salmon, shad and alewives, her mill sites and sasy 

access to the sea. 


The remains of graded streets and ruins of a hundred © 


or more cellars, many of them stoned outlines of 
public buildings of lerge capacity, remains of ship 
yards and cther relics of a cultivated and thought- 


ful people. The head waters of the Damariscotta and © 


Sheepscot rivers abound in prehistoric remains ~ the 
oyster shell heaps, relics of stone and metallic 

cooperegse, and fragments of bronze and pottery. All 
mark the sites of homes of a peoples whose industries 


cnce gave life and interest to the heart of Lincoln 
County. 


The first ripple of the Revolutionary excitement 
ceme in 1'773 in response to letters sent from Boston 
to Pownallborough. Ths committees wore eminently 
patriotic yet conservative. They expressed the des- 
ire "that the tie between the Mother country might 
last till the end of tims, provided government was 
administered in the good old way." The controversy 
deepened, supplies were laid in for emergencies of 
war and a delegate sent to the Provincial Congress 
held in Watertown, May 31, 1775. Thomas Rice was 
Gelegate to the General Court et Boston. Charlos 
Cushing of Pownelborough wes General of Militia. In 
May, 1776, General Cushing and Thomas Kics were 
chosen to attend Congress, one at a time, instructed 
that "if the Continental Congress should declare for 
Independence, they should support the measure 
thereof." 
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The pseple of the sea-coast of Lincoln County 


suffered much during the Revolutionary struggle end 
{it is alleged one-fourth of the inhabitants enlisted 
during the conflict. From the ratification of Peacs 
to the War of 1812, Wiscasset enjoyed great comnsr- 
ciai prosperitye The harbor was filled with ships, 
ship building became an extensive industry, imnsense 
rafts of timber from the Kennebec came down for 
GocKkags and exporte The West India trade was luc~ 
rativee Wiscasset and her deep waterways was then, 
es now, the gateway to the Capitol of Maine and in 
strategic importance, the key to the heart of the 
State. 


War clouds were sgain looming upon the horizon, the 
Non-intercourse end Embargo Acts began to tell 
frightfully on the material interests of Lincoln 
County, especially on Wiscasset. Then follows the 
blight of the War of 1812 with Great Britian. 


One of the most gallent sea fights took place off 
Pemaquid Coast between the American sloop, 
"Increase", commanded by Commander Tucker, a vet- 
eran of Bristol and a British privateer Schooner, 
commanded by Captain Jennings, resulted in the 
capture of the latter with a slight loss. Commander 
Tucker was the commander of the U.S. Frigate, 
"Boston" appointed to convoy John Adams, Minister to 
France during the Revolutionary times. 


In 1826 the northeastern boundary dispute between 
the American and British Governnerts brought this 
region into importance, and cut of the difficulty 
grew the bloodless Aroostook Wars. The final 
settlement took place in 1842. Two of the members of 
the commission were Hon. Edward Kavanaugh and Hon. 
psa Cottrill Madigan, both of Damariscotta Mills, 
ine. 


In the early history of Maine is found records of 
the French Jesuits who came from France to Canada, 
thon on to Maine. They came first along the 
Kennebec, about 1615. Thsre was at that time about 
57000 Indians in the State of Maine, including 
11,000 warriors, who were converted in great numbers 


Prominent amore these missionaries was Father 
Sebastian Rasis (i1669}. He spoke several Indian 
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tongues and taught the Indians many things and in- 


‘culcated habits of industry. Whittier has beauti- 
fully described a sylvan village, "Norridgwock", 
organized by Father Rasle, in his poem, "Mogg 
Megone",. Father Rasle compiled an indian dictionary 
and the following familiar names are translations 
from the languegs of the “Abneki" Indians who lived 
in this section. 


Damariscotte is a corruption of Namaaskanke and 
means "river of little fishes." 
Demariscove =- the island 
Wiscasset ~ the good mants residence 
Pemaquid - - Long Point 


The dictionary compiled by Father Rasle is preserved 


in Harvard College. The author's name is on the 
flyleaf - 1691 - "It is now a year that I have been 
among ths saveges and I begin to set down in the 
form of a dictionary the words I learm .e..e" 


Gleanings --- just as I have gleaned them, conscious 
of many imperfections yet hoping to impart to our 
people some of the pleasure I have had in the gleane 
ing, not forgetting those of our forefathers who 
braved all privations with a stoic courage and who 
kept uppermost in their minds and hearts the "Faith 
of their Fathers" end who at the first opportunity 
erected in honor of St. Patrick, the first Catholic 
Church in New England - at Damariscotta, New Castle, 
Mainé. It was their sacred privilege to enjoy the 
intimate friendshins of Reverend Father Matigon, 
Father Chevereus, who became first bishop of Boston 
and afterwards Cardinal of France, Bishop Carroll of 


Baltimore and the other saintly souls who ministered 
to their needs. 


Bishop Donahue of Portland, Maine, about 18'75-1880 
requested some member of the Madigan family to write 
e history of the early Catholics at Damariscotta. 
They referred the matter to their uncle William 
Joyce of Chatsworth, Illinois, whose wife was 
Anastasia Madigan. Mr. Joyce wrote some of the 
history, but in a childish moment threw the shests 


in the fire-place (he was then considerably pest 70 
years of age.) 
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The history written by Edward Madigan is really a 
history of the Cottrill and Medigan femilies; ve 
have prefaced same with the little we know cf 
Michael Joyce who came to America with Mathew 
Cottri1i and James Kavanaugh ebout 1781. 


The long and perilous journey over the Atlantic in 
the crude sailing crseft, the landing in Halifax, 

the coming to Boston which was the hot-bed of 
Puritanism and where there were less then one-hun-~ 
ared Catholics. Stories told of these young men in 
Boston without money or friends show how they grasp- 
6g opportunitiss which later on proved to their 
eadvantagee The first work was the shingling of a 
roof on a moseting house. Having no tools cobble 
stones served as hammers. Peddling loads of oranges 
also added to their finances. 


Word had reached the three "boys" of the possibil- 
ities in the fer off province of Maine - they then 
came to Damariscottae The entire surrounding 

country was heavily timbered with cld growth pine, 


while the outlet of Damariscotta Pond afforded an 


excellent water power. One of the wentures of 
Cottrill and Kavanaugh was to start a store at "The 
Bridge", Damariscotta -- New Castle. 


Michael Joyce was a cooper. He had served seven 
yoars in Jreland under his Uncle, Larry Joyce. He 
found employment in the ship-building which flour- 
ished at Wiscassett, New Castle rnd up the Kennebec 
et Hallowell. His wife was Sara Erskine of a Maine 


family whose first ancestor camo to America in 1719. 


Mrs, Joyce and her eldest son, William Joyce, ran 
the farm at Joyce's (Joice's) Point, until recently 
@ post office. It is located at the cross roads, 
three miles from Gardiner and marks the farm loca- 
tion, ‘Two other sons, Edward and Jeremiah opsrated 
2 mill at Jefferson, Maine. Michael Joyce died in 
1638 at the age of 74 years. Hoe is buried in St. 
Dennis Cewetery, North Whitefield, Maine. A stone 
still stands bearing the inscription, "Michael Joyce 
born in Town of Cloan, Parish of Antistogus, County 
of Kilkenny, 1764." This stone was erected by his 
wife, Sara Erskine Joyce, pruvious to the departure 
Of Mrs. Joyce ond her family for Illinois. 
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Michael Joyce enjeyed the intimate friendship of 
Reverend Father Chevereuse. When the latter was 
called back to France he presented “his good friend" 
with about two hundred volumes of his English 
library. Some of the titles were: "The Youth 
Director" (old fashioned): "Reeve'ts Bible Hist tory" 
(black leather); “United States History" (very large 
volume); "Walker's Dictionary"; "E3neards English 
History's "The Bible" (two books); maps; geographies, 
etc. (By authority of Mother Stanislaus Rafter, Ste 
Bernards Convent, Grand Forks, North Dakota.) 


THE ERSKINE FAMILY OF ALNA, MAINE 


The Erskine families are numerous and wide spread in 
Scotland. Henry of Erskine (barony of Erskine on 
the Clyde in Kenfrewshire and the first to use the 
surname, (1220), was Lord Advocate of Scotland. His 
biogrepher, Alexander Ferguson, states, "That there 
is scarcely a vicissitude that cen bo nemed which 
has come upon any Scotch family that has not befall- 
‘en the Erskines nor are there many of the great 
events in the history of the land in which they have 
not born conspicuous parts." 


The Erskine families who settled in New England in 
the eighteenth century were from Argylshire, Scote 
land. They left there about 1603-10 and settled in 
‘Sondonderry, Ireland. Their ancestors were among 
the Scots who settled there in the reign of James I 
of England. Four mon of this name settled in Mass-= 
achusetts prior to 1750 but only two had numerous 
descendants. 


Christopher Erskine was a descendant of John Ers skine, 
Earl of Mar. He was born in 1700 in Londonderry, 
Ireland . In the earliest immigration from Ireland, 
1719, he came with his brother, Robert, and settled 
in that part of the old town of Bridgewater which is 
now called East Bridgewater or Abington. Robert's 
line became extinct after the ee seneration but 
there are many descendants of Christopher I scatter- 
ed over New England, New York and the West, 
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Ie

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Bishop John Carrol of Baltimore was ordained in 
1759. His diocese being composed of all the 
Catholics in the country numbering 36,000 persons

Maine was a part of Massa- 
chusetts and 100 Catholics were scattered over New 
Engiand. Owing to the scarcity of priests over half 
of the Catholics did not receive the Sacraments 
once a year. 


Cn All Souls Day, 1788, mass was celebrated for 
the first time in Boston and Bishop Carrol made a 
visitation there in 1791 where he was received 
egreesably. Through the French Revolution many 
priests came fron France to hsip the new country 
notably Abbe Matignon and Rt. Reverend Father 
Cheveruc - who becenwe the first Bishop of Bostone 


Bishop Carrol made a visitation-to Maine in 1799, 


He steyed with Mathew Cottrill at the little 
Catholic settlement in Damariscotta, New Castle. 
Father Cheverus had done missionary work throughout 
Maine and had visited many times at the home of 
Michael Joycs in East Jefforson.

"Captain John C. Madigan was Lieutenant Commander 
of the United States Navy and Commandant of the U.S. 
Navy Yard, Charlestown, Nassachusstts previous to 
his retirement. He entered the Navy service in 
February, 1840. He served on the "U.S. Preble" dur- 
ing her cruise on the Mediterranean and on the sloop 
"Boston" at the Brazil Station. During the Mexican 
war he gerved on the bomb-brig "Vesuvius" and par- 
ticipated in the actions et "Tuspan - Tobasco," and 
at the capture of the city of Vera Cruz. He was 
promoted to Past Midshipman in July, 1846; he served 
ina coast survey from 1848-1850 and frem 1851-1854 
on the.sleop "Saratoga", East India Squadron, which 
was one of the flect opening up the port of Japan 
to American commerce. He was commissioned Liseuten- 
ant in 1855 and served on the steam sloop 
"Mississippi" in 1861. He was commissioned Lieu- 
tenant Commander in the month of July, 1862 and 
commanded the sloop "Vincennes" in the West Gulf 
Squadron. During the years 1862-1853 he commanded 
the iron-clad "Potapsco" in the South Atlantic 
Blockading Squedron and in 1864-1865 was commission- 
ed as Acting Commander. In September, 1865, he 
commanded the steamer "Paul Jones" in the Gulf 
Squadron. From 1865-1866 Commander Nadigan was 
assigned to duty at the Charlestown Navy Yard. Of 
the thirty yeers that Commander Madigan served in 
the Navy, eighteen years were passed at sea and four 
years on shore duty. He was a gallant officer and a 
hoble man and will be sincerely mourned by his many 
shipnates and friends in the Navy."

DAMARISCOTTA MILLS, MAINE

The early: Catholic settlement of what is now 
called Damariscotta, takes its name from the river 
of the same neme and includes what was for some 
time befors the present Lincoln County, Msine, the 
present town of Demeriscotta being since created out 
of Nobleboro. ) 


Mathew Cottrill of Kilkenny, Ireland, James 
Kevanaugh of Wexford, Ireland and Michael Joyce of 
Kilkenny, Ireland came to America about 1781. After 
renaining a short while in Boston where they added 
to their means, they settled at Damariscotta, Maine. 
Cottrill and Kevanagh formed a partnership in trade. 
Mr. Cottrill residing at the head of navigation on 
the river, in Noblesboro, while Mr. Kavanaugh estab- 
lished himself two miles above on the Bay, at what 
has always been called Damariscotta Millse Both at 
once opened stores in the two villages end both met 
with success. Some years later, they purchased the 
famous mill privilege at Damariscotta Millis, build- 
ing saw mills, grist mill and fulling mill. They 
also built many vessels and shipped lumber in their 
Own vessels to Evrope and the West Indian Trade. 
Largs tracts of land were acquired. It was said 
more business was done by Cottrill and Kavanagh than 
any Other firm in that locality. Education of the 
children was not neglected. The sons were sent to 
Montreal and Georgetown and the daughters attended 
school in Boston. 


‘Walter Madigan (Wexford, Ireland) came in 1804 
to his country-men at Damariscotta, Maine. Hs had 
lived in Dublin during the rebellion of 1798. An 
ardent Irish patriot who associated with the 
Emmetts, Olemores, etc. He was about to bs executed 
for resisting English tyranny in Ireland. ‘His hair 
turned white over night while in prison. His wife, 
Catherine Cottrill Madigan, came with her two young 
sons and so impressed the jail keeper's wife, that 
Walter Madigan was allowed to escape in the night 
and tcok ship on a passing vessel for America.

Walter Medigan, a carpenter and builder, was 
not so successful in business as his relatives, but 
was the best educated of the sarly settlers of his 
time, four of his five sons became masters of sail- 
ing vessels =~ Capt. John Madigan, the oldest son 
married his cousin, Elizabeth Cottrill, daughter of 
Mathew Cottrill and were the perents of Honorable 
James C. Madigan, Commander John C, Madigan, USN, and 
Edmund C. Madigan. 


Many Irish Catholics came to Damariscotta and 
exercised business and political influence. Edward 
Kavanagh, son of Covernor Fairfield was elected to 
the U.S. Senate. Previous to this appointment Hir, 
Kavanaugh had been United States Minister to 


Portugal. 


The Smithwicks, Rafters, Henleys, Maguires, 
Mooneys, etc. were prominent names in this Catholic 
settlement. 


The first Catholic Church in New Englend was built 
at Damariscotta Mills about 1790. It was a wooden 
building and stood on the high bluff overlooking the 
mill privesless. The second Catholic Church begun in 
1803, was fully completed in 1808. It was erected 
under the superintendence of the celebrated Father 
de Chevereus, first Bishop of Boston in 1810, who 
was later Archbishop of Bordeux, France and still 
later made Cardinal and had not death taken him, was 
mentioned as a probable candidate for the Papacy. 


An article appearing in the Boston Globe years 
ago entitled, "A Sketch of the Oldest Catholic 
Church in New England" at Damariscotta Mills, Maine, 
says, "It was designed to have the structure as 
perfect as possible, and its work was carefully done. 
Its walls are of brick, one and one-half feet thick, 
everything was fone with an eye for solidity and 
endurance. It is on an elevated position in the town 
of New Castle, Damariscotta, overlooking the beauti- 
ful Lake and Bay, one and one-half miles from 
Damariscotta River. It is surrounded by beautiful 
groves of oss." 


The cost cf the church was about $5000. Father 
Chevereus contributed $100 to the new church. Messrs 
Cottrill anc Kavanaugh gave the land and large money 
contributions. Michael Joyce, a skilled workman aid- 
ed in the construction of the church. The interior 
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of the church is painted. For many years, large 
plank seats were used instead of pews, the women on 
the right and the men on the Ilsft of the church. 
Pews were installed during Father Harrington's past- 
orate. Aliso stained windows replaced the earlier 
ones. The bell which summoned worshippers for near- 
ly a century was ths gift of Methew Cottrill, his 
nemes and date of gift being engraved upon it. The 
building is in excellent state of preservation. The 
messive lock and key still doing service. The altar 
piece is a beautiful picture representing the Cruc- 
4fixion of our Lord. It is more than 200 years old 
and was painted in France and sent to Damariscotta 
by a French lady who was interested in the progress 
of the Church in Americae Another painting repres- 
ents a Saint under the protection of the Blessed 
Virgin and is life size. During the Mexican War 
this painting with others was torn from the walis of 
@ convent and brought to Maine by Captain Scott of 
Wiscassett. 


The first Bishop of the Church in the Unitsd 
States, Right Reverend John Carroll of Baltimore, 
visited the Damariscotta Catholics about 1800. He 
was the guest of Messrs. Cottrill and Kavanaugh and 
edministered all the offices of religion during his 
visit. Bishop Carroll, afterwards Archbishop of 
Baltimore was one of the most remarkable men of the 
Revolutionery period. He belonged to that famous 
Catholic Colony established by Lord Baltimore giving 
civil and religious liberty to sll. Educated in 
France, he gave the greatest assistance to Benjamin 
Franklin during the time he was Minister for the 
Coloniss. In his efforts to obtain aid of France 
during the Revolution. Franklin states he could 
never have secured the aid of the French King but 
for the interposition of Bishop Carroll. He was 
Cousin of Charles Cerroll of Carrollton, signer of 
the Declaration of Independence. Rsv. Dr. Carroll 
was a friend of George Washington and at his request 
acted on a commission with Franklin to conciliate 
tho Canadians during the Revolution and had it not 
been for certain bigoted publications issued in the 
Colonies during this period, tho Canadians would 
have been won to our cause, and through the efforts 
of Reve Dr. Carroli and Benjamin Franklin, Cenadsa 
would now be part of the United States. 
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The priest who served the Damariscotte Cathclics 
in the first church was Rev. Francis A. Ustigon who 
came. about 1790. He was e man of wonderful inteliect 
and priestly zeal. He had teen for years Professor 
of Divinity in the Collegs of Navarre, France. It 
43 said Bishop Carroll selected him as the first 
Bishop of Boston, declining, he urged the honor on 
his friend, Reve Father Chevereus who had coma to 
Boston in 1797 at his reouest. 


The ssintly Feather John de Chevereus srrived in 
Boston from England in 1797. Father Chevereus was 
ordained in Paris on December 18, 1790, the last 
public ordination before the Revolution. In 1792 
Gressed as a soldier he fled to England to escape 
the horrors of the French Revolution. He acquired 
the English language and was in charge of a chapel 
in London until he came to Boston and acted as 
assistant to Kev. Dr. Matigon. The Church at 
Damariscotta was very dear to Father Chovereus. He 
attended to the spiritual wants from 1797 to 1810 
when he became Bishop of Boston. The summers were 
spent there until 1823 when he returned to France to 
pecoms Archbishop of Bordsux and later being made 
Cardipal. 


Bishop Chevereus, driven from France by the anti- 
Catholics in the time of the French Revolution, went 
es a missionary into the wilds of Maine and ultin- 
ately became Bishop of Boston. It was then, far 
more so than now, the home of intense and fearless. 
Puritanism which regarded a Catholic as synonymous 
to anti-Christ. Bishop Chevereus fought bigotry, 
abuse, intimidation, insolencs and every conceivable 
form of persecution with one fundamental Christian 
virtue, patience, until mon marvelied at the wonder- 
ful character and stamina of his spiritual fibre. He 
ultimately conquered Boston and Massachusetts in 


spite of the overwhelming odds against him. 


At a State banquet he was placed next to the 
President of the United States, John Quincy Adams, 
a stalwart Puritan, whose name headed a list of 
Protestant contributors to the Catholic Church build- 
ing fund. When he was subsequently promoted to be 
Archbishop and Cardinal of Bordeux in his beloved 
France, the Protestants of Boston signed e memorial 
of protest against his removal in this striking 
lenguage, "We hold him to be a blessing and a treas- 
ure in our social community which we cannot part with 


end which without injustice to any man, we may affirn 


if withdrawn from us can never be replaced." 
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The followirg entry in the handwriting of the Rev. 
John Chevereus is found in the records of St. Patrick 
Church - "Sunday, July 17, 1808, at Damariscottea 
Mills in the town of New Castle, County of Lincoln, 
District of Haine, the new Church erected in the said 
place was blessed; undsr the name of St. Patrick, by 
permission of the Right Reverend John Carroll, 
Bishop of Baltimore. The cemetery sdjoining the 
Church was also blessed on the sane day. The 
ceremony was performed by me, ths undersigned miss- 
ionery priest and the sermon preached from Psalm 25, 
5 to 8, ‘I have loved, 0 Lord, the Beauty of Thy 
Houss!,"

He sold his farm to 
cle.r the debte When WilJiem and his wife, Anastasia 
Madigan, moved from Wiscassett to Jefferson, there 
were three children, Albert, son of Maria Ames, first 
wife of William Joyce, who was tro-and-one-half years 
old whon his father married the second time; John and 
Mary Joyce. After business failed, the brothers, 
Edward and Jeremish, came to Illinois and were later 
joined by their mother, Sara Erskine Joyce and daughe 
ter, Mary Joyce. The thrilling accounts of the won- 
derful weathor and productive land of Illinois caus- 
éd William Joyce end family to follow in 1844. They 
came by boat from Wiscassett to Boston, to New York, 
up the Hudson through the Welland Canal to Lake Erie, 
St. Clair River, Lake Huron, Lake Michigan to Chicago. 
While in Chicago they put up at the Sauganesh Hotel 
corner 4arket and Lake Street, built by Alexander 
Beaubien in 1829, 
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The family mace the trip to Springfield by way of 
Beardstown in two coverec wagons. There they stayed 
eighteen months and then settisd in Peoria where 
William Joyce went in the cooperegs business. 
Anastasia Madigan Joyce carried om & school’ in her 
home from 1847 to 1857 te educate her own children. 


Many children from nearby families came also as there 


yere no other schools, 


Sare Erskine Joyco and daughtor, Mery, came from 
Maine by boat from Wiscassett to New Orleans, up the 
Kiseissippi River to Saint Louis, up the Illinois 
River to Beardstown, then taking a stage to 
Springfield. Sera Erskine Joyce was buried in the 
Fenderson Cemstery, Springfield, where the High 
School now stands. Sara Erskins Joyce was a Scotch 


‘Presbyterian, a "fine woman, loved by all." 


Excerpt fron a speech delivered against ths des- 
tructicn of the two cemeteries in the heart of the 
City of Springfield, Illinois;

Anastasia Madigan Joyce was married to William 
Joyce by Father Dennis Ryan in Mahe SA RA Maine 


about 18350. 


She was educated in the schools of Weagnnsett. 
Me., and attended with her sister Mary, the Ursuline 
Academy near Bunker Hill Monument, Boston. Influ- 
enced by the strong anti-Catholic feeling of those 
days the non-catholics burned the convent. For many 
years the ruins were left as a lasting monument to 
thoir puritanical zeal. Ths ground was sold by 
Archbishop Williams to the Boston and Maine R.R. who 
still retein the water frofit. The hill is now a 
residential part of Somerville, Messachusoetts. 

Mte Benedict, Charlestown, Mass.; Ursuline Convent 
burned in 1833. "There existed an almost unconquer- 
able antipathy for all things Catholic, especially 
for what was regarded as the most objectionable feat~ 
ure in its workings - Monasticism." 


St» Mary's Church, Charlestown, built in 1797, 
since rebuilt, was the parish church for the Nunnery. 
A priest who was stationed at St. Mary's remembered 
&S & boy, sesing the ropes on the cross of the 
Nunnery, and the subsequent teariig down of the 
cross. The cross is still preserved in the basement 
of St. Mary's as is also the Sacred Heart Altar 
which stood in ths old Cathedral on Milk Street. 
Every bishop and many of the early priests said Mass 
on this Aitar.

“Anastasia Joyce taught in a two story frame 
building that stood on the northwest corner on 
Hamilton and “onroe Streets in 1847 to 1857. The 
family afterwards moved to Block 34, Taylor and 
Blakely's Addition, near where 0.C. Parmalew lived 
on North Jefferson Street. They afterward moved up 
Jefferson street near the corner of “Wayne. James 
and John Dolan, Miss Kate Selley, Sam Calhoun end 
many others were among her pupils. She was a faith- 
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ful teacher and many a young business man learned 
his letters from Mrs. Joyce. Her husband was ae 
cooper by trade. The femtiy in 1857 moved near 
Chatsworth, Livingston County where Mrs. Joyce died 
in 1864. She is described as a tall woman, dark 
hair, blue eyes, fair skin." . 


The Joyce family were helpful in the new commune 
itye Mass was sung in their home on stated dayse. 
The township Library in their home, also contained 
many worthwhile volumes of their choice.

"Along about 1830 “pa i and Black Partridge 
(Lourds) were more important from a Catholic point 
of view than Yeoria. In the early days pricsts seid 
Mass at these places and also et Peoria on Christmas 
Daye The first of these Masses would start at 12 
end the last twelve hours later. 


Father Raho first came to Peoria in 1838 but did 
not say.Mass here. He returned ae year later and 
sought Patrick Nard whom he mst on his previous vis- 
4%. Ward lived in a frame house on North Jefferson 
Street and it was here, about 100 feet from old St. 
Mary's, that Mass was first offered in Peoria. This 
wes in i839. From that time on Mass was said at the 
homes of other Catholics in Peoria. 


In 1840 Father Raho rented a large room over 
Moses Petengill'ts store, Main snd Adams streets. 
‘Here Mass was said about once in six weeks. The 
first congregation is reported to have consisted of 
Father Raho, Patrick Ward and wife, Magnus Deusberger, 
Theo. Rauth, Mrs. Ford, Mrs. Brady, Thos. Goodman 
end Thos. Dolan. it is reported that old Dr. Rause 
attended every service there., Ths sum of $1.00 was 
paid for every time the room was usede Services 
were held in Pettingill's building until late in 
1841 and then for e tims on the lower sids of "Yash 
ington between Mein and Fulton. In 1842 Bishop 
Kendrick of Ste Louis made his first visit to Yeoria 
and said his first Mess in the old courthouses. This 
was a great occesion for the entire country. Cath- 
clics came here to meet the Bishop. Twenty-seven were 
confirmed. The Bishop advised the Peorians to pur- 
chaso a lot for a church. Before leaving the Bishop 
Father Raho and Patrick Ward made a survey of cond- 
itions and purchased a lot at Jefferson and Eaton. 


Later the Catholics attended service at tho J.G. 
Bryson store on Main St. Father J.A. Drew was pas~ 
tor. Valentine I. Schiink taught schocel and John 
Joyce served Mass. Father Drew was a brother of 
Eliz. Drew Joyce. St. Marys Church was opened by 
Father Montuori July 4, 1852. Eight hundred persons 
were seated on that occasion and an 6qual number 
sought admission.

Father Coyle, pastor of St. Mary's, built St. 
Patrick's Church in 1862. 


The new Cathedral was dedicated on May 16, 1889. 
Lt was built during the brief pastorate of the Rev. 
Charles F. O'Neil. Bishop Spaulding was the dedic-~ 
ating prelate. Most Reverend Archbishop Feehan of 
Chicago celebrated the lass. Rt. Reverend J. 
Hennessy, Bishop of Dubuaqus, preached the sermon. 
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"O, you youths, Western youths, so important, full 


‘Of action, full of manly pride and friendship. 


Plain I see you, Western youths, sg6 you with the 
foremost Pioneers, 0, Pionesrse” (Walt Whitman) 


Let us take a fleeting glance at those Pionsors 
of ours. The first of our people who sailed the 
waters of the Atlantic in the frail craft of early 
days, taking months to reach the shores of Helifax, 
Nova Scotia, then pushing on to primitive Boston end 
up the Mains coast where the waters and the woods 
were most alluring. 


Leading the way was Christopher Erskine I, a 
tanner who ceme in 1719 from Londonderry, Ireland to 
Abington, Massachusetts. Christopher Erskine If and 
Christopher Erskine ITIi were both born in Abington, 
the latter settled in Alna, Maine. His daughter, 


Sere Erskine, married Michael Joyce. 


Michael Joyce, James Kavanaugh and Mathew Cottrill 
came from Ireland in 1781 to be followed later by 
falter Madigen in 1804 end Michael Rafter in 1825, 
both Patriots of '98 (1795 = 1805) 


The first Catholic Church in New England was 
guilt in 1790 at Damariscotta Mills, Mains and ded- 
icated in 1808 by Right Reverend Father Cheverus, 
the Pastor being Reverend Dennis Ryan. 


The Mills, owned by Kavanaugh and Cottrill, were 
large factors in trade, Michael Joyce, a cooper, 
engaged in the ship-building at Wiecassett and up 


the Kennebece Martin Rafter, farmer, and Walter 


Madigan, contractor and builder, contributed to the 
upbuilding of the new community. 


Distinguished churchmen served as Missionaries, 
notably Revorend Fathers Cheverus and Abbe Matignon 
with Bishop John Carrol coming in his episcopal 
capacity. 


Edwerd Kavanaugh served his native state as 
United States Senator, Governor and as Minister to 
Portugal. Ho also served on the commission which 
settled the Northeast boundary botween Mains and 
Canada.

Sara Erskine Joyce, wife of Michael Joyce, her 
two sons and a daughter, came in 1842 to Springfield 
Illincis. William Joyce and his wife, Anastasia 
Medigan Joyce and family came to Springfield (1844- 
1846) living at Peoria (1846-1857), Dixon (1857-1859) 
Chatsworth (1859), Anastasia Madigan Joyce taught in 
one of the first schools é6f Peoria (184'7-1857). 


Martin Rafter and his wife, Susan Joyce, settled 
in Springfield in 1847-1888. Susan Joycs Rafter, 
her daughter, Helen and sons, Edward and Charles, 
moved to a farm near Michigan City, North Dakota 
(1883). Mother Stanislaus (Mary Rafter) in 1885 
founded the Ursuline Convent and Academy, Ste 
Bernard's, at Grand Forks, North Dekota, where shs 
pioneered in Religion and Education under the saint- 
ly Bishop Marty. 


The men of the next generation of ths William 
Joyce family remainod in illinois. John M. Joyce, 
Peoria; Edmund M. Joyce, Havana; Mathow M. Joyce, 


Chatsworth and Michael Joyce, Quincy. 


James E. Joycs in 1868 vent west to North Platte, 
Nebraska wheres he did his bit in the extension of 
the Union !’acific Reilroad. Owing to 111 health, he 
returved the next year to make his home in Chicago. 
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Sapa? aftey Isaac and Quimby Lamplugh went to 
North Platte, where they pioneered with the Union 
Pacific. 


The women of the Joyce Family went West. Mary 
Joyce Lamplugh and husband, Isaac Lamplugh, pioneers 
in North Platte, Nebraska; Katherine Joyce Stone and 
husband, Addison Stons, pioneers in Central City, 
Nebraska; lydia Joyce made her home at St. Francis 
Hospital, Grand Island, “ebraskas Anastasia Joyce 
Orendorff and husband lived at Aurora, Nebraska, 
later going to Sante Cruz, California.

Of interest to my dear sister, Mary, and to my- 
self was a visit (1914) to historic Boston and to 
Maine. Besides the nationally known points of 
interest, the old Cathclic church on Milk Street, 
Boston, where our grandmother, Anastasia Madigan 
Joyce, and her sister, Mary Nedigan Barstow, sang 
at Mass on Sunday when they were students of the 
Ursuline Academy, "Mount Benedict", the first 
academy under Sisters! supervision in New England. 
Their uncle, William Madigan, was one of the build- 
ers of the Bunker Hill Monument. He lived with his 
family nearby. 


We sailed on the "Calvin Austin" from Boston to 
Portland, Maine, then took a train through The Pines 
Casco Bay and The +lendows. At Bath the train was 
ferried across the Kenebec River send then up to 
Dameariscotta Mills, the home of Catherine Madigan 
Bennett, Father's first cousin. 


The Madigan home was a wedding gift (1820) to 
Elizabeth Cottrill and her husband, Captsin John 
Cottrill Madigan from her parents, Mathew Cottrill 
and his wifc, Lydia House Cottrill. The old colon- 
del home had many things of historic and family 
interest which were as quaint as its mistress of

A 
Japanese tea-pot which had been brought from Japan 
by John C. Madigan, U.S.Ne, who served under 
Commodore Mathew Perry es a midshipman, when the 
port of Japan was opened for American Commerce. On 
the wall, hung the disl used by his father, Captain 
John C. Madigan, Merchant Marine. 


in thes second parior were the great clock, a 
chair which had belonged to John Hanceck, first 
Governor of Massachusetts, two mahoghany wall tables 
prints of boats 2nd the gold dress epaulets of Lt. 
Commodore John Madigan, U.S.N.; two tapestries made 
by Anastasia Madigan Joyce and Mary Medigan Barstow 
when they attended Mount Benedict. 


The dining table and cheirs had been the prop- 
erty of Mathew Cottrill who had many distinguished 
guests at his home. Among them Bishop John Carrol 
of Baltimore, Rt. Reverend Father Cheverus and Abbs 
Matignon. : 


The bed we occupied, built in 1822, was a cano- 
pied four poster. Rope was used to hold the matte 
resse The candle-wick coverlet was made by Cather- 
ine Cottrili for her wedding out*it. Throughout 
the bedroczs were small reed-bottom chairs, a winged 
chair, high boys, two large mirrors with gold-leaf 
frames which had been brought from Ireland by Walter 
Madigan. The cradle built by Walter Madigan and 
breughnt from Irsland, with his family in 1804, was 
of dark wood, hood top, the parts dove-tailed to- 
gether, a mute witness to the uprising of Ireland in 
the days of 1798. 


We turned our thoughts to the village and the 
surrounding country. The beautiful mansion of 
Honorable Edward Kavanaugh (1800) stood across the 
street from the Madigan home and down the kane was 
the modest cottage of Catherine Cottrill Madigan. 


We attended Mass in the old Church, St. Patrick's 
"the first Catholic Church in New England (1790) on 
the site of the hill, east of the road leading to 
the grist mill, property of Kavanaugh and Cottriil." 
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An auto trip to the "Bridge" between Dameriscotta 
and New Castie where we passed the stately home of 
Mathew Cottrill (1803). An architect was brought 
from England to superintend the building of the 
Kavanaugh and Cottrill housss. Nearby the ship- 
building and store of Kavanaugh and Cottrill. On 
the road we passed ths Bryent home where John 
Madigan, U.S.N., courted his bride, Helen Bryant.The 
homes of Captain Alexander Barstow and his wife, 
Mary Madigan Barstow, Frank Rafter and his wife, 
Winefred Kavanaugh Rafter and the John Rafter home. 
We also saw the Lincoln Academy. 


On e drive to Whitefield we visited St. Dennis 
Church end Cemstery where we found the grave and 
tombstone of Michael Joyce who was buried in 1838, 
We visited Sara Erskine Ford at Kings Mills, great- 
gone daughter of George Erskine, brother of Sara 

rskine Joyes. We also stopped at the John Erskine 
home at Aina and at Clara Rafter Smithwick's eat 
New Castls. 


A motor boat trip to East Jefferson was delightful. 


Clear sunny skies, the water of Damariscotta Pond 
which is ten miles in length, was as blue as the sky 
above. Visits were made at the home of Henry Ames, 
a relative of Maria Ames Joyces, who was the first 
wife of William Joycs. 


"Joyce's Point" a postal station and the site of 
the “ichael Joyce farm and to the William Joyce 
farm end the Mill site of the "Joyce boys", brothers 


of William Joyce. 


Father and Mother in 1916 had the great pleasure 
of a trip through Canada and Maine. Father was a 
tiny baby when the family left for Illinois end he 
wag the only one to rsturn to this land of memories. 


If in any small way this volume brings to our 
people a knowledge and appreciation of our Pioneors, 
the effort and research will be worth while....e the 
joy of doing has been mine.
